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WARS COST— TO YOU 

That war’s tenacles reach deeply 
Into society—whether you win or 
lose has been brought before north 
Americans by the amazing divorce 
rate in the United States. In 1945 
there were 31 divorces for every 100 
mariages. Roughly one divorce for 
every three marriages. This is doub¬ 
le the post war rate and looks par¬ 
ticularly bad wlu»n the marriage rate 
has gone up only 11.4 per cent. 

Why the United States should have 
the highest rate in the world is diff¬ 
icult to decide Why the rate is rab¬ 
idly increasing is worrying officials. 
In 1887 one marriage out of 17 ended 
in divoce. Today it is one out of 3 
witlh no decline promised. 

Who are the divorcees? The most 
divorced groups are actors, travell¬ 
ing salesmen and bartenders; the 
least, farmers, civil engineers and 
firemen. City couples get twice as 
many divorces as those who luve in 
the country, in the two cities of Ok¬ 
lahoma and Dallas in tilie first 10 
months of 1945 there were more div¬ 
orces than marriage. 

What part do children play in the 
rate 8 percent of homes with child¬ 
ren are broken up. 71 percent of 
childless homes end in divorce. It 
would appear that here lies the main 
spring to the trouble. 

One fact, difficult to account for, 
Is the rare divorce rate where both 
parents are University graduates. 
Only one in seventy five such inarr- 
end In divorce. 'Can you say

"No community can remain law ab'd- 
iug if the very foundations and stru¬ 
cture of society are shattered by the 
destruction of the family and home 
through the curse of divorce.”

No Relief In Sight 


Astronomer Says Sun Spots W’ill 
Continue For At Least Another 
Year 

Spots on the sun, some of them as 
big as the earth, will continue to dis¬ 
rupt radio, wireless and telegraph 
facilities for at least another year. 
Dr. John Q. Stewart, Princeton uni¬ 
versity astronomer, said. 

And even then the world will get 
only a comparatively brief respite 
from this solar phenomena. That’s 
the way it goes with these pesky sun 
spots, Stewart explained. One cycle 
is no more completed than another 
one starts. It usually takes about 11 
years for the maximum to be 
reached. 

Astronomers don’t know too much 
about the sun spots, but they believe 
they are huge hurricanic winds and 
storms sweeping over the visible 
surface of the sun. 

Stewart said that the spots prob-

There is a strong opinion among 
many individuals and organizations throughout the Dominion in favor of 
a selective policy of immigration which would build up the population, 
settling our unoccupied land and providing wider domestic markets for the 
products of our firms and factories.

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Port Of Churrlilll Taken Stock After 
Grain Ships Leave 

CHURCHILL, Man. — After the 
last two grain ships of the year left 
for England, officials of this Hudson 
Bay port took stock of its 1946 ship¬ 
ping season and surveyed its hopes 
for next year. 

When the eighth and ninth freight¬ 
ers—the Fort Richelieu and the Hill 
Crest Park—sailed they brought the 
port’s wheat exports this year up to 
an unofficial 2,800.000 bushels, fifth 
best season in point of number of 
ships and possibly the third best in 
quantity of shipments Churchill has 
enjoyed. 

In addition to the wheat, the Dal- 
gleish line ships which called here 
this season loaded pit props and some 
miscellaneous cargo after discharg¬ 
ing whiskey, curling stones and china. 

Every carload of wheat or grain 
sent to Churchill went over the 1000- 
mile Hudson Bay Railway, a single- 
track line that cuts through the 
northern fringes of the Canadian

Colored Plastic Replacing Wood 
Planking As Decks For Ships 
The wooden . lanks of the Maure¬ 
tania’s decks are to be replaced by 
colored plastic. This new decking, 
which is just as strong as wood 
planking, has a number of advantage* 
over the old type; it is easily wash¬ 
able, does not need holystoning, and 
will not absorb oil or grease. This pla*- 
tlc decking is a Clydeside development. 

Green plastic has been tried suc¬ 
cessfully in the Blackburn, a vessel 
in naval service. It is claimed to 
be springy underfoot, proof against 
tropical heat or Arctic cold, and will 
not catch fire. It is restful to the 
eyes against sea glare. 

Another use of plastics in British 
shipyards is on the Queen Elizabeth, 
whose hull is being treated below the 
waterline with a plastic composition.

COOKING FOR THE CROWD 

Nearly every socially-minded house¬ 
wife is at some time faced with the 
responsibility of feeding the crowd. 
It is a smart woman who can pull 
out of her file a few tried and true 
recipe* for dishes that will ade¬ 
quately serve 20 people or more. Here 
are some recipes which have been 
tested in large quantity. These 
will lighten the burden of the supper 
committee and add new variety to 
the menu: 

Chicken ami Celery Casserole 
2 quarts cooked chicken (x) 

2 quarts chopped celery 
2 quarts white sauce 
2 cups corn flakes 
Cook celery until tender but still 
firm. Drain thoroughly. Use water 
as part of liquid in white sauce. 
Grease baking pans. Put in layer of 
diced, cooked chicken. Add layer of 
celery, another layer of chicken and 
so on. Pour white sauce over top. 
Roll corn flakes into crumbs and 
sprinkle on top. Bake in moderately 
hot oven (400 deg. F.) for five min¬ 
utes or until thoroughly heated. 
Yield: 20 One-cup servings. 

(x) Approximately two 5-pound 
chickens. Use chicken fat for white 
sauce.

Although Spirit Appears Broken Hope 
Is Seen For Their Salvation 

Although the youth of central 
Europe appear broken in spirit, hope 
for them lies in such a rallying point 
as Dr. Hans Lilje, assistant bishop 
of Hanover, one of the most heavily 
bombed cities of Germany, the Rev. 
Wilson E. Bergstrand, youth director 
of the Lutheran Augustana synod, 
■aid. 

Mr. Bergstrand, who recently rep¬ 
resented the American Lutheran 
Youth at a world council of churches 
in Geneva, Switzerland, said a youth 
religious meeting in Hanover, direct¬ 
ed by Dr. Lilje this summer was at¬ 
tended by 20,000 young men and wo¬ 
men. Before the war attendance at 
such meetings was about 3,000. 

“Some representatives at the world 
council of churches were, however, 
not too encouraged about the pros¬ 
pects of reviving religion among the 
young,” Mr. Bergstrand said. “They 
themselves were too passive, and like 
their young compatriots their paa- 
•ivity was caused by physical weari¬ 
ness.

Plastic Perspex 


To Be Used In Repairing Defective 
Skulls 

LONDON. — The plastic perspex, 
already extensively used in surgery, 
is also being used to repair defec¬ 
tive skulls, Maj. George Blaine, M.D., 
reports in a current issue of the 
medical press. 

Facial bones, the article says, 
could be corrected easily by the use 
of a plastic that can be molded to 
required shape. A missing nose or 
ear could be "masked” with a sub¬ 
stance possessing the consistency, 
coloring and feel of the part to be re¬ 
placed. 

Dr. Blaine stated that certain 
types of plastics could be absorbed in 
living tissue.

Veterans 

SWIFT CURRENT - Definite word 
that some of the Polish war veternns 
being brought to Canada under a 
federal government scheme will be 
allocated to Swift Current district 
has been received by D. A. Kane, em¬ 
ployment officer here. 

About a dozen farmers and ranch¬ 
ers of the district, who had antici¬ 
pated such a move locally, have al¬ 
ready applied for permission to hire 
the men. 

Federal regulations are that the 
men must be paid a minimum of $45 
a month and contracted for at least 
one year.

LONDON.—Four million old people 
entitled to pensions of 26 shillings 
($5.20) weekly instead of 10 shillings 
for single persons, and 42 shillings 
instead of £1 for married couples. 

The increases will cost the govern¬ 
ment £80,000,000 annually ($320,000,- 
000), but many pensioners have been 
receiving supplementary payments 
above the basic 10-shilling rate to 
help them with the increased cost of 
living. 

A pensions officer said that when 
the means test is applied some non¬ 
contributory pensioners may find thnt 
the pension they receive wifi be less 
than 26 shillings. 

As old people gained these new 
benefits, the working population be¬ 
gan contributing more for its future 
security. Payments for headh and 
insurance have been raised from two 
shillings six pence (50 cents) weekly 
to 4s for employed men between the 
ages of 18 and 65, and from one 
shilling eight pence to three shillings 
four pence for employed women be¬ 
tween 18 and 60 years. 

The pensions now are payable to 
men at 65 years of age and women at 
60 on condition that they retire from 
industry, but they are being encour¬ 
aged to work beyond the pension age 
by receiving an extra shilling every 
week for every 25 contributions made, 
and two shillings in the case of a 
man with a dependent wife. This 
means a bonus will be added for every 
six months work up to the age of 70 
and a married man then could retire 
with a pension of three pounds, two 
shillings ($12.40) weekly.

Originally, some 8,000 German war 
prisoners were sent to Canada for 
safe-holding during the war. About 
half this number have been returned, 
either to Germany or to England to 
assist in repairing bomb wreckage. 
The remaining 4,000-odd, under the 
Geneva convention, to which Canada 
is a signatory, must be returned dur¬ 
ing the present month.

Force Up To Full Strength 
OTTAWA

Canada’s peacetime 
army and air force has come into 
official being with both services 
short of their full peacetime com¬ 
plement, but the transition from 
"interim" to "peacetime" titles was 
purely a technicality. 

Canada’s peacetime army, slated 
eventually for 35,000 members, now 
has about 12,000 or 13,000 personnel. 
This includes about 2,800 officers— 
nearly the required number for the 
permanent force—but vacancies are 
still to be filled in specialist branches 
such as the medical corps and en¬ 
gineers. 

The R.C.A.F., which has a peace¬ 
time goal of 16,100 officers and men, 
has accepted more than 9,100 of all 
ranks for its permanent establish¬ 
ment.

OTTAWA.—Totul supplies of wheat j 
for the 1946-47 season have been 
estimated by the Dominion bureau of 
statistics at 510,000,000 bushels on 
the basis of the first q^ficial estimate 
of 440,567,000 bushels for Canada’s 
1946 grain crop and an estimated 
carryover at July 31 of 70,000,000 
bushels. 

In its monthly review of the world 
wheat situation, the bureau said that 
would leave total supplies approxi¬ 
mately 54,000,000 bushels less than 
in 1946 and would put exports during 
the coming season "substantially be¬ 
low" the 340,000,000 bushels shipped 
last year. 

Production of the 1946 U.S. crup 
was placed at 1,167,000,000 bushels, 
i 44,000,000 bushels above the previous 
1 record of 1,123,000,000 bushels in 
1945. The carryover of old wheat at 
June 30 was estimated at about 101,- 
000,000 bushels which, added to the 
. new crop, gives a total supply of 1,- 
,268.000,000 bushels for the 1946-47 
season, compared with total supplies 
of 1,404,000,000 bushels for 1945-46.

RECORD FOR JUDGE 


Chief Justice Harvey Of Edmonton 
Has Longest Service In Canada 
EDMONTON.—Holder of the record 
in Canada for the longest term on a 

high court bench. Chief Justice Har¬ 
vey, chief justice for 36 yearn, re¬ 
ceived congratulations on his 83rd 
birthday, October 1. 

Sitting on a submission of the 
Alberta bill of rights to the appeal 
court, he was offered best wishes for 
continued health and a long life by 
Hon. Lucien Maynard, Alberta at¬ 
torney-general. 

Mr. Maynard said he offered con¬ 
gratulations on behalf of the Al¬ 
berta government, the Bar association 
and counsel in the courtroom. He said 
he doubted if the chief justice record 
on the bench ever again would be 
equalled in Alberta or in Canada. 

The attorney-general made a slip 
when he congratulated Chief Justice 
Harvey on being 84. The jurist cor¬ 
rected him laughingly and said, "It’s 
nice to have nice things said about 
you while you’re alive." 


While exports from 
States during the current season will 
depend upon the urgency of demand, 
present plans calls for the shipment 
of about 275,000,000 bushels, more 
than 100,000,000 bushels below the 
export figure of the last season.
